Theodore Roosevelt 


Theodore Rooseveld was born in 


New York City, October 27, 1858. He 
was graduated at Harvard.College in 
1880. 
The year after graduation he 


was elected a member of the NPW York 
Assembly and was re-elected three 
times. In 1886 he was nominated by 
the Republicans of New York City for 
mayor. 
In 1889 President Harrison 


appointed htm a member of the United 
States Civil Service Commission, an 
office which he continued to hold until 
1895, when he was appointed by Mayor 
Strong of New York President of the 
Police Board of New York City. While 
still at the head of the Police Board he 
was selected by President McKinley to 
be assistant Secretary of the Navy 
and he occupied that office when the 
war with Spain broke out. 
At the be- 


ginning of the war with Spain he or- 
ganized the First Regiment Volunteer 


ers," and was appointed its lieutenant 
colonel. He was placed in command 
of the regiment on the promotion of 
Colonel Wood to a brigadier generalcy 
and led his regiment at the battle of 
San Jatin Hill. Soon after his return 
to (lie United States at the close of the 
war with Spain he was nominated for 
governor by the Republicans of Now 
York and he was elected governor 
November 6, 189R. In November, 1890, 
ho was elected Vice-President and by 
the death of our martyred President 
became President of the United States 
on Sept. 14 of this year. 


No briefer or more concise statement 


of his record can be made than this. 
Although only forty-three years of age 
his life has been one of achievement

From the dar he arrived jit manhood' 
until now he has been engaged almost 
continuously in the public service; but 
no adequate idea of the work he has 
done can be gained from a mere recital 
of the public offices he has held. 
He 


hai never known what it meant to 
have an idle moment. 
Every place 


he has occupied has been a place of 
duty and endeavor and when he has 
not been engaged in the public service 
he has labored with equal'earnestness 
and 
singleness of purpose for ends 


which he believed to be of moment. In 


j a i l this time there has hardly been a 
year that has not seen the publication 
of a book from iiis pen, while the arti- 
cles in current periodicals which he 
has written on timely topics have been 
almost without number. 
He has writ- 


ten of the United States navy, of the 
winning of the west, of critical mo- 
ments in American history, of 
the 


lives of American statesmen, of politi- 
cal and social problems of almost every 
topic 
which 
touches the life of mi 


active American 
public 
man. 
His 


literary work alone has given him a 
reputation and a place with which al- 
most any other man would be satisfied 
to rest. 


With all his achievements in politics 


he .has been indifferent to 
his own 


political udvanceinuiil. 
He has never 


*ought 
the "blue ribbon" of public 


ol'lice; lie never looked for titles or for 
.ornamental 
position. 
He has done 


whatever came in the way t o i K i a n d 
done it with a zeal, an honesty, a fear- 
lessness and a desire tor the public 
good that even his political opponents 
and 
critics 
have hce.u forced to ac- I 


knowledge and respect. 
He has never 


It is an unconscious revelation of the 
character of the man and is worth giv- 
ing here. He wrote: 


"If a man has political foresight 


who lives In a district where the peo- 
ple think as lie does and where he has 
a great hold over them, then he can 
seriously go in for a continuous'ptiblic 
career, and I suppose in such a case 
it is all right for him to shape his pub- 
lic course more or less with a view to 
his own continuance in office. 
I am a 


little inclined to envy a man who can 
look forward to a long and steady 
course of public service; but in my 
own case such a career is out of the 
question; and personally it seems to 
me that a man's comfort and useful- 
ness in public life are greatly impaired 
the moment he begins to get worrying 
about how his votes and actions will 
affect his own future. 
When I \vas in 


the legislature I soon found that for 
my own happiness as well as for the 
sake of doing good work I had to east 
aside all thoughts of my own future; 
and as soon as I had made up my mind 
to this and voted simply as I thought 
right not only disregarding politicians 
but even disregarding people them- 
selves, if I honestly thought them all 
wrong on a matter of principle, not ,of ! 
mere expediency, then I began to thor- 
oughly enjoy myself and 
feel that I ; 


was doing good. It is just the same I 
way with my work as Civil Service 
Commissioner. I believe in li with all 
my heart and am absolutely certain 
that I could not possibly be engaged 
in any oilier work at the present mo- 
ment more vitally important to the 
public welfare; and I literally do not 
care a rap vr.hat politicians may say ol 
me, in or out of Congress, save in so 
far as my actions may help or hurt 
the cause for which I am working. My 
hands are fortunately perfectly free,

The acquittal of Kobert S. Foshurgli. 


charged with killing his sister, will be 
approved by all who followed the trial 
at Plttsfleld, Mass. Fosburgh, a young 
man of prominent family, seems to 
have beeu the victim of an overxealous 
police official, whose anxiety to make 
a "ease" placed an Innocent person 
in peril of his liberty and brought into 
the public gaze those nearest and dear- 
est to him at a time when the loss of a 
member of the family had plunged all 
Into deepest grief. 
Fosbnrgh's sister, 


Miss May Fosburgh, who held the af- 
fection of family and friends, was shot 
and killed in her bedchamber one night 
last August, presumably by burglars 
who had entered the Fosburgh house. 
The Incentive to the burglary was the 
knowledge that large sums of money 
were occasionally kept in the house to 
meet the weekly pay roll at Mr. Fos- 
burgb's factory. 
The natural conclu- 


sion was that the burglars, Intercepted 
by Miss Fosburgh, shot her with a 
pistol they had taken from another 
room, and which belonged to her broth- 
er. In the confusion resulting from the 
crime, the bewildered members of the 
family told stories that the chief of po- 
lice declared were conflicting, and he 
evolved the theory that Miss Fosbtirgli 
had been killed during a quarrel be- 
tween her father aud brother. 
On 


this theory the younger Fosburgh was 
indicted and tried. There was no tes- 
timony, says the Chicago Inter Ocean, 
to show that there was estrangement 
between any members of the family, 
and there was plenty of evidence that 
the house had been entered by a burg- 
lar. 
So Ilimsy was the case of the 


prosecution that the presiding Judge at 
the trial cbaracteri/.ed the proceedings 
:;.. an "inquest," and i us I rue led the Jury 
to bring iu a verdict of acquittal even 
before the defense had proceeded far 
w i t h its witnesses. It would seem that 
he might have gone further and cen- 
sured both the chief of police and the 
grand .fury for acting upon evidence 
so Might. 
It Is strange, indeed, from 


the disclosures, that the case was ever 
brought In trial, and stranger t h a t the 
police ntlieiiil did nut attempt to mice 
the thieves and murderers rather ih.-iu 
to create a mystery about t i n . affair 
t h a t 
ivtleeted on obviously 
innocent

Before the inventor of tinfoil hit upon 
the idea of rolling tin upon sheets of 
lead, the two metals being previously 
welded together, the only tinfoil known 
to the world was that of pure tin beat- 
en by a process similar to that followed 
by gold-leaf beaters. This beaten tin 
was made In England, and only small 
quantities were imported into this 
country.

The board of trustees of the City of 


Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. Jt is hereby declared un- 


lawful for any person ow«iing or har- 
bor**/? any dog, male or female, to 
permit or allow the same to run at 
large wi'hin thr corporate limits of the 
City of Covina or upon any street, 
alley, lane, lot or any public place 
thereto, unless fahere shall be attached 
to such dog a collar on which shall be 
a tag with an appropriate number, to 
be obtained from ihe City Marshal, as 
hereinafter provided; and it in hereby 
declared unlawful for any person to 
imitate .«• counterfeit said tag or use 
an imitation or counterfeit of said tag 
on any Aog within the limit* of the 
City of Covina.
